Mr. HOFFMAN. Mr. Speaker, on the 
question of the necessity for the kind of 
and the functions of a national defense 
organization, the gentleman from New 
York, the Honorable W. Sterliko Cole, 
today, testifying before the House Cora- 
mlttee on Expenditures in the Executive 
Departments, made a clear, concise, and 
informative statement, which was as 
follows:

Mr. Chairman, personally grateful as I am 
for the IndrUgence of this committee In per- 
mitting an expression of my ttioughtB on 
H. R. 2319. 1 confess that It was with consid- 
erable amazement that I learned the decl- 
•lon of this committee to dtecontlnue hear- 
ings on this most vital matter on July 1. > 
This decision, coming as It did barely 34 
hours after the Secretary of the Navy had 
issued a general directive releasing naval 
personnel to voice their vlows on the pro- 
posal, has peremptorUy restOTSd the gag on 
naval offloers at the mcanent the Navy De- 
partment removed It. Being confident as I 
am that some featwes of the pending bill 
are disfavored by the practically unanimous 
concurrence of naval oCRcers, only one con- 
clusion can be drawn from that action of 
the committee, and that is that the pro- 
ponento of this measure are fearful for the 
fate of the bm If the criticisms against It 
are publicized. The implications contained— 
yes; even concealed.- — in some features of the 
bill are so profound, so far reaching, and so 
dangerous both to our military security and 
the civil cstahll^unent that this committee 
•and the Congress fall in its duty to the 
people of our Nation unless the Investigation 
thoroughly examines the objectionable as- 
pects of the proposal. 

Mr. Chairman, what Is the rush? Whence 
comes this pressure for hasty, lU -considered 
legislation -as revolutionary in character as 
any Congress has contemplated In this gen- 
eration? 

Before continuing further, I will empha- 
size that the greater part of the pending bill 
has my complete approval, I refer specifi- 
cally to those provisions creating the War 
•Council, Joint Chiefs of Staff, Munitions 
Board, Research and Development Board, 

National Secu- 


Eources Board, together with most of the 
miscellaneous provisions. Such criticisms 
as I shall make wUUbe directed to the crea- 
tion of a Secretary of National Defense and 
a Department of Air Force. I know that 
I have substantial public support In those 
opinions. As to the unobjectionable por- 
tions of the measure, there Is no reason why 
early and prompt action could or should not 
be taken by the Congress. They can be en- 
acted Immediately and with tmanlmlty. But 
with respect to the two portions which I 
have Just mentioned, I most emphatically 
hold that the Congress should proceed with 
extreme caution and wisest deliberation be- 
fore It takes a step so revolutionary of our 
military establishment and civil govern- 
ment. We must not lightly make radical 
adjustments In the military machinery 
which has evolved and matured over 160 
years, which has given to our people a secu- 
rity enjoyed by no other nation In the 
world, and which has Just won a two-heml- 
spbere war against nations whose military 
establishment we now propose to imitate. 

A moment ago I asked — why the rush? 
The necessary integration of our national 
security agencies, the working parts of this 
bill, can be adopted forthwith, and no one 
will dissent. Everything that the test of 
experience has demonstrated to be necessary 
for the close coordination of the several 
military establishments and civilian agencies ’ 
can be had without Inflicting upon our Qov- 
■ emment the alien and discredited concept 
of one-man domination, and the division of 
our armed forces Into , three ■ parts which 
other nations have found impracticable- — ^ ■ 
not. as In Germany's oase, disastrous.! 

This committee has heard numerous wit- 
nesses testifying In support of the bill who 
admitted that the next war. If It comes with- , 
to 10 years, will be fought with the weapons 
employed at the close of the last war. One 
such witness was Dr. Vannevar Bush, the Na- 
tion’s leading authority to the application 
of science to warfare. Dr. Bush also ex- 
pressed his surprise that this hill should 
.strip the Army of Its tactical air support 
of ground forces. If it had not been for the 
tactical support by naval aviation of the 
Army in the Carolines and the Marianas, 
those battles would have been endlessly pro- 
longed at hideous cost of life. The Navy 
supplied the close support of the troops on 
the ground. The Army Air Force could not 
or would not. And yet this committee is 
denying Itself and the Nation the benefit of 
the expert opinion of outstanding naval 
aviators to rushing the heartogs to prema- 
ture and unnecessary conclusion. I repeat, 
what is the rush? 

The natural assumption is that since the 
responsible offlclals of the branches of the 
services affected are to agreement on H. R. 
2319, the Congress should concur in the 
agreement without serious Inquiry or con- 
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troversy. Such an atti-ude lan: short 

of our performance of tne com-t • uii> nal re- 
sponsibilities placed upon us t' embers 
of Congress.

To this end, then. I Implore tee members 
,of the committee to cimplete i. ,i orough, 
exhaustive, and searching inquirv in o those 
portions of this bill over which there Is seri- 
ous controversy, before it makef icf recom- 
mendations to the House of Beinese; tatlves. 
Much has been promised abcut ti e econ- 
omies this bill will effe-;t. Th< dec -iratlons 
have been general, promises n i -y as a 
department store Santa Clni r o -ikes to 
ebUdren. But when pressed tor d«t ills wlt- 
neks after witness hat admit-ed i nat the 
proptoed new estabUsJiment «UI be more 
expensive than our existing ;(spa tmental 
system. The promise of economy s trans- 
ferred to the remote .-ruture. 

- I do not think economy Is a ce npeUtng 
argument. A cheap army, navy or dr force 
is little better than none at an 't Is like 
-a cheap diamond. It has supeincl l glitter 
■' blit Is full Of flaws. Se rings to dollars which 
xol^t be effected today may result 1 1 terrific 
expenditures at a later' datr w ren the 
' strength of our security Is put to the test 
and our weakness. Inspired by the leslre to 
save money, makes Itself evident when It 
may be too late. Wiio Is si r re vho will 
claim that money spent even o'o dui ilcation, 
competition, or overlapping -ir p rallellng 
activities of our military brancaeB v-hich re- 
sulted to producing the mos* effe -tlve In- 
struments of war and the r-ee-v helming 
superiority of our arms, was lo' n-i wasted? 
In expressing this thought. I co i at, for a 
moment, infer. that we should be wasteful 
or extravagant to the supper, of ur mili- 
tary machine. It must be wa-ched like any 
other Government agency, but oy t .ve terms 
of this hill BO many more barrle’s ai s erected 
between the Congress t;nd the ’r.llttr ry budg- 
eteers that the economy i* seenfleed to 
cheap and tindemonstrated prrmisfis of re- 
mote savings. With the bure:aic:-a ty of the 
stogie Secretary's office InterrH'sed between 
Congress and the military nurcs i chiefs, 
the fiscal committees of the Ocn tress are 
thereby further tosuiited fretr sc utlny of 
the budget estimates I dptioit, ly assert 
that It Is false economy to prt-ira e a mili- 
tary establishment besically -!i|>o i the con- 
sideration of dollar costs.

He was active In the 
church and fraternal organizations. He 
was Interested in military work and at- 
tained the rank of major. 

By the force of his personality, his 
work; courage, and knowledge Major 
Wright achieved outstanding things for 
himself and. his people.
